Against Axis 


Yugo Slavia let the world 
know Thursday morning that as 
a people she was very definitely 
against any alliance ol' any kind 
with Nazi Germany and her 
wicked partners. Early in the 
week an agreement had Ijeofl 
signed, apparently under press¬ 
ure, that Germany could tran¬ 
sport sealed trains of war mat- 
oials and supplies across lugo 
Slavia in ner preparations for 
war against Greece and Turkey. 
Tioops, however, were not to 
bp mewed across either by train 
or airplane. 

News came over the radio 
Thursday morning that the 
Government which had signed 
the pact with Germany had 
been overthrown. Ministers yho 
v/e • parties to the deal had 
beer. jaded, the boy King Reter 
had been put on the throne, 
Recent Paul had been deposed, 


and the new man chosen to form 
a government and act as Prem- 
i' r was a soldier, and was a 
warm friend of Britain. This 
now puts Yugo-Slavia, Turkey 
and Greece in a solid block with 
Britain against the Axis pow¬ 
ers.

EARLY DELIVERY OF 
BALANCE 1910 CROP 

Farmers of this community 
will be interested in a statem¬ 
ent made in the House of Com¬ 
mons by Hon. J. A. MacKinnon 
minister of trade and commerce 
in annoucing the Governmet's 
1941 wheat policy. Mr. MacKin¬ 
non said: 

“I would like to suggest to 
farmers to keep storage space 
at their local shipping points 
filled as tar as possible in order 
to prevent an undue rush of 
wheat in the dosing weeks of 
the crop year. I wish to stress 
this. 

“There is, I believe, no doubt
